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On October 29, 2007, at approximately 2032 hours, Deputies Edwards and Rincon 
approached three men regarding a drinking in public investigation. One of the men, 
Suspect Scott, immediately ran away as the deputies approached in their patrol car. 
The other two men remained where they were. 


The deputies followed Suspect Scott and illuminated him with both radio car exterior 
spotlights. They briefly lost visual contact of Suspect Scott as they passed by a large 
commercial truck parked along the curb. As Suspect Scott emerged from behind the 
truck, the deputies saw him remove a handgun from his waistband, then he ran 
away. 


The deputies stopped their vehicle and broadcast they were in foot pursuit of an 
armed suspect. Suspect Scott immediately ran to a side gate of a residence and 
attempted to open the gate. As he did so, he turned and pointed his gun in the 
direction of the deputies. Deputy Edwards fired one round from his weapon and 
Suspect Scott ran into the rear of the location. 


The deputies paused at the gate while ordering the suspect to stop running. When 
they saw Suspect Scott had dropped his handgun they entered the yard and took 
him into custody without further incident. 


On January 15, 2008, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and 
conducted a review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that 
were evaluated by the committee were: MMP §§ 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3- 
01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly Force; 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force; 
and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards.

On October 29, 2007, a approximately 2040 hours, Sergeants Marshall Baird and 
Rossanna Taylor along with Lieutenant Clay Porlier responded t outh Main 


Street, Los Angeles (Unincorporated - Athens Park) regarding a deputy involved non-hit 
shooting involving personnel from Century Station. ae 
ШШ Century Station also arrived to conduct the criminal investigation. 
Rob Miller from the Office of Independent Review also responded. 


On October 29, 2007, at approximately 2030 hours, Deputies Darell Edwards and 
Joaquin Rincon were driving westbound on 139" Street at Main Street in their marked 
Sheriff's patrol vehicle, when they saw three African-American males standing on the 
east sidewalk of Main Street, sı 9" Street. Additionally, the two deputies 
observed that one of the les flies to be drinking from a beer can which 
was partially covered by a crumpled paper bag. Seeing this, the deputies drove 
southbound on Main Street to contact the individuals regarding drinking in public. One 
of the males (Suspect Scott) looked in the direction of the deputies, turned and 
immediately ran south on Main Street along the east sidewalk. The other two males 
remained where they were. 


The deputies then followed Suspect Scott and illuminated him with both exterior 
spotlights. They briefly lost their visual observation of Suspect Scott as they passed by 
a large commercial truck parked along the east curb of Main Street. The deputies 
slowed their patrol car down to prevent the suspect from doubling back and taking a 
position to their rear. As Suspect Scott emerged from the south end of the ruck, the 
deputies saw him remove a handgun from his waistband with his right hand. The 
suspect continued running south. 


The deputies stopped their vehicle and broadcast they were in foot pursuit of an armed 
(417PC) suspect at 139" Street and Main Street. pect immediately ran 
eastbound to a side gate of a residence located Вс. Main Street. Deputy 
Edwards yelled for the suspect to stop and drop the weapon. Instead, the suspect 
attempted to open a heavy metal gate. As he did so, he turned and pointed his gun in 
the direction of the deputies. Deputy Edwards, fearing for his safety, fired one round 
from his duty weapon, a Hecklor & Koch .45 caliber semi-automatic pistol. 


While firing his weapon, Deputy Edwards lost his footing and the round missed the 
suspect, striking the top of the metal gate. The suspect then ran into the rear of the 
location. The deputies initially paused at the gate while ordering the suspect to stop 
running, only entering the rear yard when they saw the suspect drop his handgun. The 
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suspect attempted to scale a rear fence but was unsuccessful. He subsequently 
surrendered to deputies without further incident. 


The summary of this incident is based on physical evidence collected at the scene by 
Los Angeles County Sheriffs Department Crime Lab personnel as well as information 
obtained from the original crime report and supplemental reports (Refer to Exhibit A 
through D) along with interviews of the involved employees and witnesses.

INVESTIGATORS OBSERVATIONS 


The area in which the incident occurred consists of primarily single family residences on 
the east side of Main Street. The west side of Main Street is all commercial buildings. 
Main Street in this area is a north/south roadway comprised of two lanes in each 
direction. In addition, there were parking lanes on both the east and west side curb 
lines. There were four vehicles, one of which was a large commercial van/truck, parked 
along the east curb line between 139" Street and the location. 


The location of the deputy invol оойт south Main Street, is a single 
family residence situated on th ide of Main Street. The lot consists of a front 
house and a detached rear house. On the south side of the residence is cobblestone 
walkway that runs east and west. Approximately twenty to twenty-five feet east of the 
sidewalk there is a seven foot metal gate which is hinged on the north outer edges. 


The focal point of the crime scene was the walkway on the south side of the 
aforementioned residence. The walkway is bordered by bushes on the north side and a 
dirt planter on the south side. Investigators noticed the bullet strike to the metal 
door/gate, along with bullet fragments and a shell casing west of the gate. 


As investigators walked east along the walkway to the rear yard, there was a handgun 
(Evidence Item #5) located approximately twenty-one feet east of the gate.

Deputy Darell Edwards 


Deputy Edwards was interviewed on November 14, 2007, at approximately 1407 hours 
by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Marshall Baird and Rossanna Taylor. Also 
present was Deputy Edwards ALADS representative, Mitchell Kander from the law 
offices of Green and Shinee. The interview was conducted at Internal Affairs Bureau. 
The interview was recorded in digital format. The following is a summary of that 
interview: 


Deputy Edward said on the day of the incident, he began his shift at ш He 
was partnered with Deputy Joaquin Rincon. They were designated unit “213E.” Deputy 
Edwards said Deputy Rincon was the driver and he was the passenger deputy. Deputy 
Edwards was wearing a Class “A” short sleeve uniform with a nylon Sam Brown belt, 
ballistic vest and black boots. 


Deputy Edwards said he and his partner were driving westbound 139" Street 


approaching in their marked Sheriff's patrol vehicle. When they reached the T- 
intersection of Main and 139", he looked southbound along the east sidewalk, and saw 


three individuals, one of which was the suspect (later identified as Terry Scott), standing 
on the sidewalk near the corner. He said one of the individuals (Witness 


was holding a beer can which was partially covered by a crumpled paper bag. 
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Edwards said as he and his partner turned southbound onto Main Street, one of the 
males (Suspect Terry), began running southbound on the east sidewalk of Main Street, 
while the other two males remained where they were. He said initially, they wanted to 
contact the three males regarding “drinking in public and a loitering investigation.” 


Edwards said Deputy Rincon turned their patrol vehicle onto Main Street and drove 
southbound in the number two lane of northbound Main Street to follow the suspect and 
ascertain why he was running. As they followed Suspect Scott, they illuminated him 
with both of their exterior spotlights and continued to do so throughout his flight. 
Edwards said at some point, they lost sight of Suspect Scott as he disappeared behind 
а large commercial vehicle, which was parked along the east curb line of Main Street 
(refer to Exhibit G, crime scene diagram, Vehicle #6). He said Deputy Rincon slowed 
their vehicle to a stop, to prevent the suspect from doubling back on them. Edwards 
said after a “second or two had passed,” the suspect re-emerged from the south end of 
the truck, still running southbound along the east sidewalk. 


Deputy Edwards said as they continued to follow the suspect, he saw the him remove a 
“black semi-automatic handgun from his waistband with his right hand.” He said after 
looking at the diagram provided to him by investigators during the interview, the suspect 
was positioned just south of the walkway that leads to the front door И: 
Main Street (refer to Exhibit С, crime scene diagram), when he removed the gun. 
Edwards said he and his partner were approximately thirty feet northwest of the suspect 
when they made the aforementioned observations. 


Edwards described the suspect's running motions as follows: “Не was, pretty much had 
a regular running gait where his arms were swinging loosely from side to side, rotating 
as he did each and every stride. He (suspect) would periodically look over toward his 
right to see if we were still following him. And then he would look back forward and 
continue running away from us as we were giving him orders via the window to stop 
running, stop running. The spotlight was in his face, so as he looked over, we could 
see him squinting his eyes.” 


Edwards said the suspect continued running for another five to ten feet, with the gun in 
his right hand, until he turned east and ran along a walkway. Simultaneous with this, 
Edwards said he exited the radio car and immediately ran after the suspect with his 
partner “slightly” behind him. As he pursued the suspect on foot, Edwards said he 
broadcast, via Sheriff's radio, they were in foot pursuit of an armed suspect (417 
suspect). 


Edwards said as the suspect continued up the walkway, he “disappeared for a short 
period of time,” behind some bushes bordering the north side of the walkway. He 
reiterated that he and his partner continuously gave the suspect orders to stop and after 
seeing the gun, ordered him to drop his weapon. 

Edwards said as he first entered the walkway, he couldn't see the suspect and believed 
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he had entered the rear yard, not knowing there was a gate restricting his access. As 
Edwards rounded the corner from the sidewalk to the cobblestone walkway, he saw the 
suspect, who had stopped, with his left hand on the gate, and he “still had the semi- 
automatic handgun in his right hand.” He said the gun was at hip level, with his forearm 
parallel to the ground. Edwards said once again, he yelled to the suspect to “drop the 
gun, get on the ground, get on the ground.” Edwards said “as we gave him that first 
command, he began to turn toward his right. With the gun in his right hand, his right 
arm still parallel to the ground, he kind of shifted and pitched his center of gravity, he 
bent his knees slightly and he began turning toward us.” Edwards described the 
suspect's motion as “somewhat of a half turn.” 


Edwards said since the suspect at this point, had not cooperated with his commands to 
stop running and drop his weapon, the fact that he had disassociated himself from the 
other two males, along with the movement, turning toward them with the gun in his 
hand, he believed the suspect was going to shoot them. Fearing for his safety and his 
partner's safety, Edwards felt it was important to minimize his target area, he bent 
down, bladed his stance (weaver shooting stance) off to the right. Simultaneous with 
this, Edwards said he stepped to the right, and fired one round from his duty weapon at 
the suspect. He said as he stepped to the right, he lost his footing as he moved from 
the walkway into the dirt planter. Edwards said as he fired, he believed the suspect had 
“already successfully opened the gate. “ 


Edwards said after the round was fired, the suspect turned back toward the gate and 
began running eastbound along the walkway, with the gun still in his (suspect's) right 
hand. Edwards said his flashlight was in his left hand and his gun in his right hand, and 
seeing the suspect was still armed, he didn’t immediately broadcast he had been 
involved in a shooting, in the event the suspect were to engage him a second time. 


Edwards said the suspect continued running eastbound, and as he was approximately 
ten to fifteen from the gate, he (suspect) discarded his weapon into a planter next to the 
walkway (refer to Exhibit G, crime scene diagram). After seeing the suspect discard the 
firearm, and even though he still posed a threat, Edwards said he and his partner made 
a tactical decision to follow the suspect into the backyard. He said he was concerned 
the suspect would barricade himself or would possibly gain access to either the front 
house or rear house and take a hostage. 


Edwards said he and his partner followed the suspect to the rear yard, and as they did 
so, they continually gave him (suspect) verbal commands to stop running and lie on the 
ground. As Edwards rounded the corner of the back house, he saw the had scaled the 
fence, in an attempt to escape. Edwards ordered the suspect to get down and he 
complied. He said while his partner “covered” him, he handcuffed the suspect without 
further incident. 


Edwards said after the suspect was handcuffed, he broadcast he had been involved in 
a shooting “998" (refer to Audio CD, Exhibit |). He said he believed he also broadcast 
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the suspect had not been hit. Edwards said he escorted the suspect back to the front 
of the location and handed him off to Deputy Henggeler, while his partner maintained a 
visual of the suspect's discarded firearm.

SWORN WITNESS STATEMENTS 


Deputy Joaquin Rincon 

Deputy Rincon was interviewed on October 30, 2007, at approximately 0231 hours by 
Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Marshall Baird and Rossanna Taylor. The interview 
was conducted at Century Station and was recorded in digital format. The following is a 
summary of that interview: 


Deputy Rincon said on the day of the incident, he began his shift Т ours. He 
was partnered with Deputy Darell Edwards. They were designated unit “213E.” Deputy 
Rincon was the driver and Edwards was the passenger deputy. Deputy Rincon was 
wearing a Class “A” short sleeve uniform with a nylon Sam Brown belt, ballistic vest and 
black boots. 


Deputy Rincon said he and his partner were on patrol in the Athens County area of 
Century Station. They were driving west on 139" St. approaching Main Street. When 
they reached the intersection, he looked south and saw three male black adults 
standing on the east sidewalk adjacent to a brick wall. Rincon estimated the three 
males were about 20 yards north of the address Main Street (location). He said 
they appeared to be engaged in conversati he continued to observe the males, 
Rincon noticed one of the male’s, зе holding а can wrapped in а 
brown bag which he believed contained an alcoholic beverage. Rincon said Suspect 
Scott was standing with his back up against the wall, facing west. 


Rincon said he and his partner made the decision to contact with the three males 
regarding the drinking in public violations. He said they illuminated all three of the 
males with their patrol vehicle’s spotlights, and as they did, Scott looked in their 
direction with a startled expression on his face. Rincon said Scott immediately began 
running south on the east sidewalk. 


Rincon said they followed him in the patrol vehicle probably for about 20 yards until they 
lost sight of him as he disappeared behind a large white cargo van. When the suspect 
re-emerged from the south end of the truck he saw him reach toward his waist area and 
pull out a pistol. 


Roncon said he and his partner gave Suspect Scott numerous order to stop running 


and drop his weapon, but he failed to comply. Rincon then stopped their patrol car and 
they exited. Simultaneous to this, he said Edwards requested the “patch and put out a 
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broadcast (via Sheriff's radio) that they were in foot pursuit of а 417 suspect, а man 
with a gun.” 


Rincon said as they chased after the suspect, both he and his partner continued to yell 
commands for the suspect to stop and drop his weapon. Rincon said the suspect ran 
further south until he reached a cobblestone walkway which was at the very south side 
of location and ran eastbound. He said his partner was in front of him. 


Rincon said the suspect ran to the end of the walkway to a dark colored gate and 
began to manipulate the handle of that gate with his left hand. He said the suspect still 
had the handgun in his right hand. He said Edwards was “pretty much aligned with the 
suspect,” and he (Rincon) was southwest about a yard behind Edwards and 
approximately “ten or so yards away from the suspect.” Rincon said that within 
“seconds” the suspect turned around in what he described as a “quarter turn, his pistol 
was above his waist level and his elbow was parallel to the ground.” He turned and 
pointed the weapon in our direction.” 


Rincon said Edwards took a tactical movement firing position, leaning low to his right 
and fired one round from his duty weapon. He said he was unable to fire due Edwards 
positioning. He said the suspect opened the gate and ran east through the side yard 
south of the residence. 


Rincon said both he and his partner illuminated the suspect with their flashlights. He 
said “about ten yards into his (suspect) run, he dropped the pistol down to the right. 
Rincon said at this point, they decided to follow the suspect, concerned the suspect 
might enter the residence and “take a family hostage.” He said the suspect continued 
running northeast until he reached another gate and attempted to scale over it. 


Rincon said they ordered the suspect to stop and show us his hands, at which point, 
the suspect jumped down from the gate and “proned out.” Не said Edwards then 
handcuffed the suspect without further incident. As Edwards was taking the suspect 
into custody, Rincon said he kept constant watch over the suspect's discarded weapon. 
He then advised, via Sheriff's radio, regarding their status.

The interview was conducted at the Century Regional 
Detention Facility. The interview was recorded in digital format. The following is a 
summary of that interview: 


Suspect Scott said he and his two ‘ens НИ: HE unknown 
last name) were talking and drinking beer on the east sidewalk of Main Street, when the 
deputies drove up. Scott said he “panicked” when he saw the deputies and took off 
running. 


IAB NOTE: Suspect Scott stated the location was the home offend 
that he was visiting from and was staying in the 
rear house with his 


Scott also admitted he did in fact have the gun in his possession while running, but 
denied that he pulled it out. 


Scott said earlier in the evening, he had gone and retrieved the gun from rear yard. He 
said he purchased the gun from a “Black guy” at “Smitty's Liquor” at 135" Street and 
Avalon Boulevard after he and his friends had been shot at by some “Mexicans” in a car 
the previous Saturday. Scott said that prior to the deputies arriving, he believed he had 
seen the same car driving by the location and feared they would be shot at again. He 
said he went and got the gun for protection. Scott also acknowledged that his 
companions were aware that he had the gun in his possession. 


Scott said he never heard the deputies yell at him to stop until he reached the back 


fence. He said he heard the gunshot when he was inside of the gate/fence. Scott said 
he believed he closed the gate and then heard the gunshot. 
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Scott said the gun “fell out of his pants” апа hit the walkway as he was running. When 
asked by investigators where the gun fell out of his pants, Scott replied, “Wherever they 
found it at. | know it just dropped out of my pants.” 


IAB NOTE: The weapon was found in the planter next to the walkway 
(south) and according to the involved deputies, had not been 
moved. 


Scott also admitted in the interview he smoked several Marijuana cigarettes and took 
one drink of beer prior to his contact with the deputies.

Main Street (SCC repeats the wrong address).” 


Within nineteen to twenty seconds later, Deputy Edwards broadcasts, 
“998. SCC requests confirmation of the address. 


Deputy Rincon broadcasts the address ES Jm Main Street, and 
advises the suspect is in custody and the deputies are accounted for.
